FALLS OF GROUND IN COAL MINES. 


Col. G. R. Lane-Fox, M.P., Secretary for Maines, 
wishes to draw attention to a paper (No. 6) which has 
just been published by the Safety in Mines Research 
Board on the subject of the support of underground 
workings in the South Wales Coalfield. 

This publication consists of a report by a Committee 
appointed to investigate methods of reducing the number 
of accidents due to falls of ground in coal mines—the 
cause at present of practically half the total number of 
fatal accidents. The Committee is making a study cf 
timbering practice in certain coalfields. The present 
report deals with South Wales only, but many of the 
suggestions made in it apply equally to other coalfields. 

The report is brief, and will, it is hoped, be carefully 
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studied by all concerned with mine timbering, especially 
in South Wales.

BRITISH PERMITTED EXPLOSIVES FOR USE 
IN COAL MINES. 

Colonel G. R. Lane-Fox, M.P., Secretary for Mines, 
announces that, as part of its enquiry into the possi- 
bility of improving the present official tests to which ex- 
plosives are submitted before they are ‘‘ permitted ’’ for 
use in gassy or dusty coal mines in Britain, the Safety in 
Mines Research Board arranged for seven typical British 
‘‘permitted ’’ explosives to be put to the official tests 
applicable to American ‘‘ permissible’? mining explo- 
sives. Though the full reports of the tests have not yet 
been received from America, the Board has been officially 
informed that all the British explosives passed the 
American tests.

ERECTION OF SLAUGHTER-HOUSES IN 
POLAND. 


The Commercial Secretary at Warsaw reports that the 
Warsaw Municipality propose to build new slaughter- 
houses in Warsaw. It is proposed to grant a concession 
to a private group either for (a) the construction of the 
slaughter-houses without the right of exploitation, or 
(b) the construction and exploitation of the slaughter- 
houses. The initial cost of construction is estimated at 
two million pounds, in addition to the cost of the site, 
and it is the intention of the Municipality that the new 
slaughter-houses should meet the requirements of the 
whole of Warsaw and the surrounding districts, com- 
prising an area of 12,000 hectares (about 30,000 acres). 
It would appear that it is the present intention of the 
Muncipality to offer a concession for construction and 
exploitation over a period of from 35 to 40 years.

FORMOSAN SUGAR CROP. 


The British Consul at Tamsui reports that the second 
official forecast of the 1924-25 season’s sugar production 
in Formosa is for 7,566,870 piculs of centrifugals and 
240,063 piculs of brown sugar, or a total of 7,806,933 
piculs, equivalent to 461,000 tons. These figures show 
an advance of 127,815 piculs as compared with the first 
forecast, and an increase of 271,286 piculs over the final 
figures for last season.

THE GROWTH OF LOCAL INDUSTRIES, 


The principal subjects of economic interest in Brazil 
at the present time are: Public finances, the coffee 
situation, the transport problem, the possibility of pro- 
ducing cotton on a large scale for exportation, and the 
increasing development of the local manufacturing 
industry. The growth of local industries has been ex- 
traordinarily rapid, probably far too much so, in many 
branches, writes Mr. E. Hambloch, British Commercial 
Secretary at Rio de Janeiro, to be entirely healthy, while 
the transport problem is probably that which requires 
most urgent attention, since there is no phase of 
Brazilian economic life which is unaffected thereby. The 
necessity of prudence in the public financial administra- 
tion has been realised, and endeavours are being made to 
do away with the system of constant Budget deficits. Con- 
tinued lack of rain will probably reduce the 1925-26 
coffee crop and help to maintain high prices in currency 
for this product, though the prices in foreign markets 
may not rise appreciably. The purchase of lands for 
cotton cultivation requires to be made with care and 
prudence by any foreign groups interested in this ques- 
tion, and the fullest possible inquiries should be made 
not only as to the suitability of the soil, but as to the 
salubrity of the neighbourhood in which such lands are 


situated. 

Another important point, if Brazil is to reach her 
full economic development without delay, is that she 
should extend the range and class of her production. 
At present her international trade position depends 
almost entirely on coffee, which constitutes about 60 per 
cent. of the value of her exportation. The develop- 
ment, for instance, of her rich deposits of iron-ore has 
long been overdue. Were foreign capital and 
technical experience to be encouraged, there would 
be a speedy addition to the national wealth of 
the country. Attention is now being directed to 
cotton cultivation, but here again it is felt that 
development on a really big scale must depend very 
largely on foreign capital and initiative. Unless there 
is a change in the attitude of mind which sees danger to 
Brazil in foreign enterprise in such developments as the 
above, the economic progress of the country will be 
unnecessarily retarded. 

Mr. Hambloch, in his Report, dated September last, 
deals with the above and other subjects in some detail. 


PusBLic Economy. 


The best opinion in Brazil applauds the efforts that 
are undoubtedly being made by the present Government 
to bring order into the public finances, and in spite of 
the rise in the cost of living, which is beginning to weigh 
heavily on the lower middle classes, the essential 
economic condition of the country is sound. It is there- 
fore to be anticipated that as soon as internal political 
and other differences can be composed, and in spite of 
any purely domestic troubles, Brazil will continue to 
develop its internal and mternational trade on a pro- 
gressive scale. Such development has barely started, 
but that it should be carried on unhampered it is essen- 
tial that there should be, side by side with public 
economy, an enlightened policy of efficient maintenance 
and increase in the means of transport and communica- 
tion. At present these are entirely inadequate to deal 
with the production of the country, the export trade 
of which could be increased and the cost of living 
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lowered were the railways able to cope with the traffic 
demanded of them and did roadways exist to act as 
auxiliaries to the railways. If economy in public ex- 
penditure were accompanied by a larger development 
of exportation, the result would no doubt be a steady 
rise in the rate of exchange. It is true that in her inter- 
national trade Brazil has, in 1922 and 1923, had a 
favourable balance of over £40,000,000, but the effects 
of excessive expenditure and of onerous financial com- 
mitments in past years are still being felt. The attrac- 
tion of foreign capital to Brazil for employment in local 
production and enterprise would help to ease the situa- 


tion. 
THE BrRIiTIsH FINANCIAL MISSION. 


The mission arrived in Rio de Janeiro during the 
last few days of 1923 and left on 4th March, 1924. It 
was composed of the late the Rt. Hon. E. 8. Montagu, 
Sir Charles Addis, Lord Lovat, Sir William McLintock 
and Mr. Hartley Withers. Its Report was given to the 
Brazilian public on 29th June, 1924. Among the 
principal points, as published in Brazil, may be men- 
tioned the following recommendations :— 


Budget equilibrium be established. 

Floating debt be paid from certain indicated internal 
resources and not from the product of any foreign loan. 

Agriculture not to be exempt from the incidence of the 


income tax. 
Some kind of control be exercised by the Federal Govern- 


ment over State and Municipal Governments in the matter 
of the raising of foreign loans by the latter, in order to 


safeguard Brazilian credit. 
Federal Government to sell its shares in the Bank of 


Brazil. 

Redemption of Treasury issues of paper money at the 
earliest Opportunity. 

Suspension of new issues except against gold bills. 

Bank of Brazil to act for Government in the matter of 
collection of Federal revenues and payment of Government 
accounts. 

Functions of Mortgage Bank to be limited to the granting 
of credit facilities to agriculturists. (It may be noted that 
this bank has never yet operated.) 

Railway tribunal to be set up in the Ministry of Public 
Works to deal with all railway questions. 

Federal Government should sell the Central of Brazil Rail- 
way and the Lloyd Brasileiro in view of the constant deficits 
of these concerns. 

Careful study should be made of the iron and steel 
problem. 


In referring to the visit of the British financial 
mission, the President of the Republic stated that the 
Government was of opinion that it would be of real 
advantage that persons of high competence and well- 
known prestige in the Old World should become 
acquainted with the general situation in Brazil, as well 
as with its economic and financial conditions. ‘‘ We 
may state,’’ he added, ‘‘ that the general impression of 
the British mission about Brazil was good, and we have 
hopes, based on the value of the testimony of these 
visitors in European circles, that the visit of the mission 
will open up large possibilities in our favour.’’ 


NATIONAL MANUFACTURING INDUSTRIES. 


Allusion has been made by Mr. Hambloch in previous 
Reports to the important developments of this branch 
of commercial activity in Brazil. That it would have 
been economically better for the country to concentrate 
less on industrial development and more on agricultural 
and pastoral development and their allied industries is 
no doubt correct. A very large proportion of the so- 
called national industries may be described as hot-house 
plants, and are not likely to be able to withstand in- 
tensive competition of foreign articles when exchange 
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improves and better conditions prevail in Europe. 
Kven at the present time such industries flourish only 
by reason of the very high Customs duties imposed on 
foreign articles, and to these high duties must be attri- 
buted to a very large extent the excessive cost of living 
which is daily making conditions more difficult for the 
middle classes in this country. The operative classes 
suffer less, as their rates of pay have increased. The only 
gainers from this state of affairs are the factory owners 
and shareholders. It is credibly stated that their 
annual profits are as much as 50 per cent., and in some 
cases more. While it is impossible to check such an 
estimate, it is not thought that it is an exaggerated one. 
Certainly the profits obtained are excessive. It is not 
to be denied that there is a large and legitimate field 
of development for industrial activity having direct 
relation to the natural resources of the country and 
facilitated by cheap hydro-electric power, but this is by 
no means the case in a large proportion of the industries 
established in Brazil. The result is that the public is 
in many instances supplied with an inferior article of 
national manufacture at prices which are out of all 
proportion to the cost of the production thereof. 
Furthermore, the attraction of the already insufficient 
population of this country to urban centres, such as Rio 
de Janeiro and Sao Paulo, is creating a serious shortage 
of labour in the interior, and cannot but have its effect 
on the general economic situation of Brazil. The cost 
of labour in the interior has risen unduly, and adds to 
the difficulties with which the farmer is faced, viz., 
lack of sufficient transport facilities and high prices (in 
local currency) for machinery and agricultural imple- 
ments. At present prices of agricultural products are 
high in milréis, but this situation is not a sound one, 
and the bad effects thereof will be felt later. The 
export taxes levied by the States on his products are 
in any case a handicap to the Brazilian exporter of agri- 
cultural produce and commodities, and it is, after all, 
to such exportation that Brazil must look for the 
creation of her international trade balances and for an 
improvement in the exchange situation which shall 
render easier for her the fulfilment of her public obliga- 
tions to foreign creditors. Any suggestion that duties 
should be reduced is met by a loud outcry on the part 
of local manufacturers and their friends in Congress, 
and the tendency is entirely in the other direction. At 
the date of the Report (September, 1924), it appeared 
certain that the rate of duties would be increased in 
the Budget Law for 1925, though such a measure is not 
in this case to be attributed to any special desire to 
favour the local manufacturing industries, but is merely 
a means of increasing Federal revenue. There is, how- 
ever, a limit to such increases if they are intended for 
revenue purposes, and the limit cannot indeed be far 
off when diminished importation will automatically 
remove any benefits that might have accrued to the 


Federal coffers and will probably even reduce the 


revenue from this source. It is not to be implied from 


the foregoing remarks, says Mr. Hambloch, that local 
manufacture is not economically justified in very many 
cases. What is, however, intended to be conveyed is 
that the growth has been too sudden to be healthy in 
many cases and that the prices at which local articles 
are sold contribute unduly to the rise in the cost of 
living. 
CorFEE CROP. 

According to a local reliable estimate, the 1924-25 
crop in Sao Paulo will (apart from the coffee plague, 
which is causing a good deal of trouble) be one of the 
lowest on record, viz., about 7,000,000 bags, and it ie 
generally anticipated that the present coffee prices will 
not only be maintained, but will rise still further. Low 
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exchange is to some extent responsible for the high prices 
in local currency. Entries at the ports of shipment con- 
tinue to be limited, and this policy is thought to be 
largely responsible for the firmness of prices. For the 
first time in the history of Brazil the new north-west 
zone of Sao Paulo figures in the 1924-25 estimates at 
the head of the list of coffee-producing districts, and it 
is likely to maintain this position for many years to come. 
It is thought, in fact, that the extensive plantation 
which has recently taken place there and the annually 
increasing production of that region will not do more 
than compensate the gradually diminishing production 
of some of the older zones of Sao Paulo. 


CoFFEE PRopuUCcTION, CONSUMPTION AND ExXPoRT. 


The consumption of coffee in all countries, whether 
they be prohibition countries such as Sweden, Norway, 
and the United States, or countries like France and 
Italy, where wine may be considered the national drink, 
is steadily increasing; in fact, in the last-named 
countries consumption has doubled as compared with 
1913. In Mr. Hambloch’s last Annual Report the esti- 
mated world’s visible supply, as at 30th June, 1924, was 
given at nearly 9,000,000 bags. This figure was actually 
not reached owing to increased consumption (over 
22,000,000 bags) and to lower production than had been 
estimated. The crop at Rio and Santos for 1924-25 was 
estimated at 10,000,000 bags, and this seems to have 
been fairly accurate. 

The following figures are based on locally collected 
reports and on reliable information contained in a recent 
publication by a leading firm in New York who are mem- 
bers of the Coffee and Sugar Exchange in that city :—

Actual requirements, however, for the world’s con- 
sumption in 1924-25 are probably well over 22,000,000 
bags, so that the situation of coffee as regards prices 
would appear to be a strong one. Visible supplies in 
each of the years 1918 to 1923 varied between 11,700,000 
bags and 5,340,000 bags. Furthermore, it is not antici- 
pated that the Rio and Santos crops in 1925-26 will be 
exceptionally large. Doubtless the Brazilian valorisation 
scheme is encouraging plantation in other parts of the 
world, but there seems little danger of over-production 
in view of the steadily increasing consumption of coffee 
throughout the world. 

There is also to be taken into account the ‘‘ invisible ”’ 
supply of coffee, viz., that held in the interior of Brazil. 
This is always difficult to estimate, but the figure of 
3,000,000 bags may perhaps be adopted. 

Coffee exports during the first six months of recent 
years compare as follows :—

VOLUME AND VALUE OF OUR 
OVERSEAS TRADE. 


COMPARISON OF 1924 WITH 1923 AND 1913. 











In our last issue we surveyed the trade of 1924, com. 
paring the declared values of goods imported and ex- 
ported in each quarter of that year with the like figures 
for other periods, including those for 1913. So much 
of the divergence between the latter figures and those 
of recent periods is due to the changes in the money 
value of the goods concerned that such comparisons 
need to be supplemented by the results of calculations 
designed to show the extent of the average price changes 
or the results of taking all goods at their 1913 values. 
It has been our practice to furnish quarter by quarter 
the results of such calculations, and the figures given in 
the tables on pp. 138 and 139 enable earlier calculations 
of this character to be continued to the end of the year 
1924. The method followed in these tables is to evaluate 
each item shown in the monthly Accounts of Trade for 
1924 at the average value resulting from the recorded 
quantities and values of the same description of goods 
in the preceding year. By this means the changes due 
to price variations as between 1923 and 1924 are 
separated from those due to variations in the quantities 
of goods imported or exported. Where goods are not 
returned by quantity, estimates are made on the best 
available basis, so as to include in the calculation all 
goods imported or exported. Because of the necessity 
for such estimates, and also because the same designa- 
tions in the trade returns may not cover goods of pre- 
cisely identical kinds and qualities in the different 
years compared, the results secured, as we have pointed 
out On various occasions previously, cannot be regarded 
as of very great precision. As the question of changes 
in quality of goods known by the same name may be 
of importance in comparisons extending over a consider- 
able series of years, we propose to discuss this aspect 
of the matter in some detail at an early date. Mean- 
while, the results of the comparison of the years 1924 
and 1923 by the method indicated furnish the best 
measure readily available of the extent to which the 
fluctuations in the trade aggregates have been due to 
price changes on the one hand and to changes in the 
quantities of goods handled on the other. When the 
results of the changes between 1923 and 1924 are linked 
on to the results of earlier calculations the comparison 
of the trade of several years at a uniform level of aver- 
age values can be made, subject to the same qualifica- 
tions as have been mentioned above. 


COMPARISONS OF YEARLY TOTALS. 


The results of such calculations, applied to the totals 
of trade for the several years covered by the survey, 
are given in the following table :—

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Comparison of the figures given in this table yields 
the following results :— 

(i.) As compared with 1923, the average of values 
declared in 1924 was higher in the case of imports by 
3°8 per cent. and in the case of re-exports by 5°8 per 
cent. For British Exports there was a fall of 0:4 per 
cent. In average values. 

(ii.) Comparing the trade of 1923 and 1924 on the 
same basis of values, the variations in volumes of 
trade shown are, in the case of imports an expansion 
of 12°5 per cent., in the case of re-exports an expan- 
sion of 11°8 per cent., and in the. case of British Ex- 
ports an expansion of 4°1 per cent. 

(ii1.) Comparing the trade of the last three years 
with that of the year before the war, on the basis of 
the values recorded for 1913, we find that imports were 
greater in 1924 than in 1913, measured by quantities, 
by about 74 per cent., that re-exports were less by about 
3 per cent. than in 1913 and that British exports were 
less by about 20 per cent. in quantity than in 1913. 


A consideration of no small importance, however, in 
comparing these figures is the fact that the title of 
the “‘ United Kingdom ’’ relates now to Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland, whereas formerly it included the 
whole of Ireland. So far as the Trade Accounts are 
concerned, the change was made as from lst April, 
1923. The trade between the United Kingdom and the 
Irish Free State being much greater than that car- 
ried on between the Irish Free State and countries out- 
side the British Isles, the change in the scope of our 
trade accounts has resulted in additions to each of the 
three main categories of our external trade. An 
approximate estimate of the extent of the modifications 
due to the change yields the following comparison of 
changes in average values and in volume of trade: —

The volume of the import trade appears thus to have 
been somewhat greater in 1924 than in 1913, comparison 
being made of the external trade of the British Isles 
in each case. Exports show some slight fall of average 
value in the course of 1924, and the volume of goods 
shipped showed some increase, though still practically 
less by one quarter than in 1913. The movements of 
the re-export trade are influenced very largely by the 
variations of a few leading commodities, so that the 
price-averages manifest considerable irregularity. In 
volume, the re-export trade of 1924 was about one-tenth 
less than that of 1913. 


SECTIONAL MOVEMENTS OF TRADE. 


The variations from quarter to quarter of the different 
classes of goods imported and exported have been shown 
in this ‘‘ Journal ’’ in the quarterly surveys published. 
The comparison of the four quarters of the year 1924 
furnishes the following figures relating to the imports 
of each quarter after deduction of re-exports of the 
same quarter and the same classes of goods. The 
figures are given in terms of 1913 values, and the corre- 
sponding figures for the year 1913 are added in brackets. 
As the 1913 figures relate to the trade of the British 
Isles as a whole, the comparisons indicated by the 


table are somewhat distorted, since the 1924 figures are 
based on the recorded trade of Great Britain and 


Northern Ireland.

The imports of food in 1924 include important 
amounts in respect of imports from the Irish Free 
State. While, in the case of each of the other classes dis- 
tinguished, the amounts thus added to the record are 
not very important relatively to the totals. It will be 
seen that during the first half of 1924 (as in each 
quarter of 1923) the retained imports of raw materials 
fell short of the 1913 figures (of volume), while in the 
third quarter of 1924 the figure exceeded that of 1913. 
In the final quarter of the year, though the retained 
imports of raw materials were as much as 12 per cent. 
less in volume than in the last quarter of 1913, they 
exceeded those of the last quarter of 1923 by nearly 
12 per cent. In the class of articles wholly or mainly 
manufactured, the retained imports of ,1924 exceeded 
in volume those of 1913 in each of the last three quar- 
ters of the year. 

A similar comparison of the principal classes of 
merchandise of British production or manufacture ex- 
ported during 1924 is given in the following table. 
Exports to the Irish Free State are included in the 
figures for 1924 and the last quarter,of 1923, while 
the figures for 1913, given in brackets, relate to the 
British Isles as a whole.

In the figures for recent quarters of manufactured 

exports, about 4 per cent. of the totals represent ex- 
ports to Southern Ireland. The exports of food, drink, 
and tobacco to the Irish Free State form a substantially 
larger proportion of the figures of exports of goods of 
that class. Fully one-third of our exports to the 
Irish Free State are of this class, and thus something 
like a quarter of the values shown in the first line of 
the table need to be deducted in order to reduce the 
figures to a basis suitable ‘for comparison with the 
figures in brackets. In the case of raw materials the 
proportion of the total which represents exports to 
Southern Ireland is, as in the case of manufactured 
goods, in the neighbourhood of 4 per cent. 
- The table shows but a small increase in the December 
quarter of [924 on the figures for the corresponding 
quarter of 1923, but it is noteworthy that, while the 
fourth quarter of 1913 showed an export of manufac- 
tured goods smailer than that of the third quarter, in 
1924 a small increase is shown. For each quarter of 
1924 the volume of manufactured exports was greater 
than in the corresponding quarter of 1923, and the ex- 
yansion in this class of exports was more than sufficient 
to offset the reduction in exports in the raw materials 
class. After an appropriate deduction in respect of 
the Trish Free State the exports of manufactured goods 
in 1924 amounted in volume to about 757 per cent. of 
the 1913 exports of the same class, advancing from 
about 71 per cent. in the first quarter to nearly 79 per 
cent. in the fourth quarter of the year. 
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FOOD INVESTIGATION BOARD REPORT 
FOR 1923. 


This Report* gives an account of the various acti- 
vities of the Food Investigation Board and of its com- 
mittees during the year 1923; in particular it describes 
the progress of those investigations which are not suffi- 
ciently advanced to warrant the issue of a Special 
Report. The Annual Report will therefore be of 
special interest to those who desire to keep in touch 
with the progress of any particular enquiry, pending 
the issue of a Special Report on the subject, and also 
to those who wish to obtain a general survey of the 
position of the numerous investigations undertaken by 
the Board. 

The most important event of the year 1923 was the 
sending of a small scientific expedition to Australia to 
study the conditions of apple transport from Australia 
to this country. <A brief account of the findings of 
the expedition is given in this Report; more detailed 
general and technical descriptions are being issued in 
a series of Special Reports, three of which are now in 


the press. 








CANADIAN APPLE SHIPMENTS. 


The High Commissioner in London for Canada has 
been officially advised by cable from Ottawa that between 
31st December and 7th January 13,000 barrels of Cana- 
dian apples were dispatched to United Kingdom ports. 





CANADIAN RECLAMATION SERVICE REPORT. 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 30th 
October last (page 502). the Dominion Water Power and 
Reclamation Service of the Department of the Interior 
of Canada has published a new volume of that portion 
of the series of water resources papers which deals with 
the surface water supply of Canada. This report is 
Number 42 of the series, and gives details of stream 
measurements made in the province of Ontario during 
the climatic year from Ist October, 1922, to 30th Sep- 
tember, 1923. For convenience in the administration 
of a survey covering so great an area the country is 
divided into four major districts, whose boundaries are 
arranged to correspond as far as possible with the water- 
sheds dividing the great river systems of the northern 
part of the continent, but which must necessarily to 
some extent be governed by provincial and territorial 
boundaries. A separate series of stream measurement 
reports is published for each of these four divisions, and 
these cover respectively the Atlantic drainage south of 
St. Lawrence river, including Nova Scotia, New Bruns- 
wick, Prince Edward Island and South-Eastern Quebec ; 
the St. Lawrence and Southern Hudson Bay drainage 
in Ontario and Quebec; the Arctic and Western Hudson 
Bay drainage (and Mississippi drainage in Canada) in 
Alberta, Saskatchewan, Manitoba, extreme Western 
Ontario, and North-West Territories; and the Pacific 
drainage in British Columbia and the Yukon Territory.

SWISS CUSTOMS TARIFF REVISION 
PROPOSALS. 


H.M. Minister at Berne has forwarded particulars 
of an official statement concerning the revision of the 
Swiss Customs Tariff, which has been communicated to 
the Swiss press by the Federal Department of Public 
Economy. According to this statement, the Provisional 
Tariff which came into force on Ist July, 1921, was 
not intended to serve as an instrument for negotiations, 
the scale of duties being fixed merely to suit the

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economic conditions prevailing in Switzerland, and for 
this reason it was found to be impossible to reduce the 
duties to any appreciable degree when concluding 
Commercial ‘Treaties with Italy and Spain. The 
Federal Council stated, however, when passing the 
Bill containing the 1921 Provisional Tariff, that im- 
mediate steps would be taken to prepare a new General 
Tariff. 

The work of the Commission of Experts appointed 
by the Federal Council for this purpose proved exceed- 
ingly arduous. A preliminary draft was prepared, 
based on the results of an enquiry undertaken in col- 
laboration with all the principal economic and indus- 
trial associations throughout the country, and _ this 
draft was submitted to the Federal Department of 
Public Economy in May, 1923. From October, 1923, 
until the spring of 1924 further conferences took place 
between the Federal authorities and various repre- 
sentatives of trade associations, when the various points 
in the draft Tariff were discussed verbally. 

It was decided to maintain the system of a single 
column ‘Tariff, as it was considered impossible for 
Switzerland to adopt a double-column Tariff. The 
proposed duties are specific (calculated as a general 
rule on gross weight), and there will be 2,000 items 
in the projected new Tariff as against 1,160 at pre- 
sent. Even before the war there was a general tend- 
ency to increase Customs duties, and this tendency has 
continued to develop, owing partly to fiscal require- 
ments and partly to the necessity for protecting Swiss 
industries. It has therefore been considered neces- 
sary to increase the duties on most articles covered by 
the new Tariff, as it is hoped in this way to give 
Switzerland an instrument for negotiation with other 
countries and to meet various fiscal requirements. 

It bas not been found possible to abolish altogether 
the duties on raw materials, but such articles are, it 
is proposed, to be taxed very lightly in the interests of 
Swiss production. As regards semi-manufactured goods 
it has been more difficult to come to a decision as 
to the duties. For such articles as can be manu- 
factured in Switzerland under normal conditions a 
protective duty is proposed, but this duty will not be 
so high as to prove burdensome to those industries 
which are obliged, for the present, to import semi- 
manufactured products. 

The proposed Tariff affords no protection to cereal 
producers, but higher rates are projected for cattle, 
vegetables, and fruit.

INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION OF 

DECORATIVE AND INDUSTRIAL 

ART. 

The great display now under preparation in Paris will 
mark in a special way the-return of Europe in particular, 
and the world in general, to more normal conditions of 
international intercourse after a generation of war and 
political and commercial upheaval. 

The Exhibition promises to be fully worthy of the 
occasion, more than twenty countries being expected to 
participate, mostly in separate national pavilions. As 
already announced in the ‘‘ Journal,’’ space has been 
allotted to Great Britain in the Exhibition buildings of 
the Grand Palais and the Esplanade des Invalides, and 
the Department of Overseas Trade is constructing a 


national pavilion.

SCOPE OF THE EXHIBITION. 

Although at first sight the scope of the Exhibition 
would appear somewhat limited, it will, in fact, include 
a majority of the various branches of industry. The 
work of the individual artist, the designer and the crafts- 
man will, of course, form an important feature of the 
exhibits, but the latter will also include innumerable 
factory products, possessing the necessary qualities of 
excellence and originality of design. The decorator- 
designer in these days works in the closest harmony 
with the manufacturer. His work is seen in hotels, in 
theatres, in cinemas, in ships, in factories, on posters, 
in streets, and, above all, in private houses of all kinds. 
Standards of living and taste are on the up-grade, and 
every form of public service and entertainment has to 
face a public more critical and better informed than 
ever before. Applied art, therefore, has a great and 
growing place in modern life. The Paris Exhibition 
will exemplify this growth and develop its possibilities. 

In order to ensure a high artistic standard in the 
British exhibits, special committees have been formed 
to decide on a harmonious scheme for the display of each 
individual trade and to select suitable exhibits from 
those submitted. These committees, by including repre- 
sentative artists and manufacturers, ensure a due 
balance being maintained between the artistic and in- 
dustrial interests involved. 


THE British PAvILion. 

The British Pavilion, the construction of which is well 
advanced, is to be a simple but attractive building, well 
adapted to exhibition purposes. It is the work of 
Messrs. Easton and Robertson, who entered the winning 
design in a special competition. 

Entering the Pavilion from the Avenue Alexandre 
If1., the visitor will obtain a view through the main 
entrance hall along a vista of colonnade to the Ecclesias- 
tical Section, with its magnificent stained glass and 
silver work, at the western end of the Pavilion. Part of 
the interior decoration has been undertaken by Mr. 
Henry Wilson, past-President of the Arts and Crafts 
Society, and it is hoped that Mr. Philip Connard will be 
responsible for the remainder. 

Among other well-known designers assisting in the 
preparation of the British Section are Dr. R. Anning 
Bell, R.A., responsible for the Textile and Costume Sec- 
tion in the Grand Palais; Professor Richardson, Archi- 
tect to the University of London, and Mr. Maurice 
Greiffenhagen, R.A. 


A special feature of the British Section will be the 
restaurant, built directly over the banks of the Seine. 
The restaurant will include a typical high-class English 
grill, and immediately adjoining it, moored to the quay 
side, will be a modern English houseboat furnished as a 
tea-room. Its admirably central site, near the Pont 
Alexandre III., should make the restaurant a popular 
rendezvous throughout the Exhibition.

EXHIBITION OF FOREIGN SAMPLES AT 
LIVERPOOL. 


An exhibition of foreign samples and catalogues, held 
in the Board Room of the Liverpool Chamber of Com- 
merce on Tuesday and Wednesday, 13th and 14th 
January, proved of great: interest to Liverpool and dis- 
trict manufacturers, and produced highly satisfactory 
results. 

The samples and catalogues displayed included paints, 
varnishes and enamels, polishes, stationery and 
stationery requisites, leather goods, leather and rubber 
belting and rubber goods, representing classes of goods 
in popular demand in seventeen overseas markets. 

A good attendance was recorded, and applications 
for the loan of 601 samples were received from manu- 
facturers who wished to consider carefully the possi- 
bility of exporting similar goods abroad. Numerous 
inquiries were also received for the loan of foreign 
trade catalogues, and for information and assistance 
in matters relating to the export trade. 

Many of the visitors, who were greatly pleased with 
the facilities provided, expressed the hope that other 
displays of a similar nature would be held at Liverpool 
in the near future.

OVERSEAS TRADE IN NOVEMBER, 1924. 
(From H.M. Trade Commissioner. ) 
CALCUTTA. 


The following survey of the foreign trade of India during 
November last is from a press note issued by the Director 
of Statistics, Calcutta :— 

The trade returns of British India for the month of 
November showed, as compared with October, increases in 
the values of imports, exports and re-exports. Imports of 
private merchandise totalled Rs.22,54 lakhs, or Rs.1,70 lakhs 
more than in the preceding month; the value of exports of 
Indian produce and manufactures rose from Rs.29,07 lakhs 
in October to Rs.32,44 lakhs in November, and re-exports 
increased by Rs.44 lakhs to Rs.1,20 lakhs. The compari- 
son of the trade figures for November and the eight months 
April—November, 1924, with those for the preceding month 
and the corresponding period of 1923 is as follows :—

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure, 
the visible balance of trade was in favour of India to the 
extent of Rs.2,61 lakhs in November, as compared with 
Rs.1,45 lakhs in October, and Ks.3,84 lakhs a year before. 
During the eight months ended November, 1924, the visible 
balance of trade in merchandise and treasure was Rs.21,39 
lakhs in favour of India, as compared with Ks.36,98 lakhs 
in the corresponding period of 1923. The balance of the 
remittances of funds in November was minus Ks.3,04 lakhs. 


CHANGES IN IMpPorTs. 

As compared with November, 1923, the imports of food, 
drink and tobacco increased by Rs.63 lakhs to Rs.3,75 lakhs, 
raw materials by Rs.74 lakhs to Rs.2,14 lakhs, and manu- 
factured articles by Rs.7 !akhs to Rs.16,29 lakhs. Under 
food, drink and tobacco, sugar 16 D.S. and above, including 
beet sugar, showed an increase of 25,000 tons in quantity and 
of Rs.56 lakhs in value. Imports of provisions, mainly 
canned and bottled provisions, rose by Rs.15 lakhs. Under 
raw materials, kerosene oil showed an increase of Rs.35 
lakhs, and raw cotton of Rs.11 lakhs. Of manufactured 
articles, the imports of cotton piece-goods showed a con- 
siderable increase. Grey goods rose in quantity from 71 
million yards to 85 million yards, and in value by Rs.51 
lakhs to Rs.2,88 lakhs. White goods rose by 7 million yards 
in quantity, and by Rs.33 lakhs in value, and coloured 
goods by 5 million yards in quantity, and by Rs.12 lakhs 
in value. Increase were also noticeable under metals other 
than iron and steel (+Rs.18 lakhs) and cotton twist and 
yarn (+RKs.15 lakhs). There were, on the other hand, 
heavy decreases under railway plant and rolling stock 
(-Rs.73 lakhs) and machinery including belting (~Rs.82 
lakhs). 

VARIATIONS IN EXPORTS. 

As regards exports of Indian merchandise, food, drink 
and tobacco, as compared with November, 1923, advanced 
in value by Rs.2,76 lakhs to Rs.10,24 lakhs, owing mainly 
to increases of Rs.2,21 and Rs.58 lakhs in exports of food- 
grains and tea respectively. Raw materials and produce 
exported were larger by Rs.1,66 lakhs at Rs.14,16 lakhs. 
Under this group raw jute increased by Rs.3,26 lakhs, oil- 
seeds by Rs.79 lakhs, and raw wool by Rs. 24 lakhs, while 
raw cotton fell by Rs.2,97 lakhs. Of the total shipment of 
137,000 tons of raw jute, the United Kingdom took 50,000 
tons, or 36 per cent., and Germany 33,000 tons, or 24 per 
cent.; Italy and the United States took 10,000 tons each, and 
France and Belgium over 8,000 tons each. Exports of raw 
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cotton decreased in quantity from 32,900 to 11,400 tons, and 
in value from Rs.4,70 lakhs to Rs.1,78 lakhs. Manufactured 
goods rose by Rs.1,68 lakhs to Rs.7,75 lakhs. Shipments 
of gunny bags in November increased in number from 38 
millions to 46 millions, and in value by Rs.1,08 lakhs to 
Rs.2,66 lakhs. The yardage of gunny cloth exported rose 
from 114 millions to 130 millions, and from Rs.1,87 lakhs 
to Rs.2,65 lakhs in value. 


TRADE WITH FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports fell from 58 
per cent. in November, 1923, to 53 per cent. in the month 
under review, and in exports from 340 to 32°6 per cent. 
The shares of Germany, Japan and the United States in 
November, 1924, were respectively 6, 7 and 5 per cent. under 
imports, and 9, 4 and 10 per cent. under exports. 


MovEMENT OF SHIPPING. 


The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outwards with cargoes from and to foreign countries 
and British possessions during November amounted re- 
spectively to 586,000 and 735,000, as against 652,000 and 
700,000 in October, 1924, and 602,000 and 627,000 in Novem- 
ber, 1923. The tonnage entered into and cleared from 
British India during the eight months April—November, 
1924, was 4,519,000 and 5,496,000 respectively, as compared 
with 4,438,000 and 5,143,000 in the same period of 1923. 


CANADA. 


DOMINION BUYERS AND TERMS OF PAYMENT. 


(From H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner.)

MONTREAL. 


The terms on which the majority of Canadian buyers 
endeavour to do business are, as a rule, more extended than 
British manufacturers usually desire to recognise. The 
majority of Canadian importers, in goods handled directly 
or indirectly through the retailer, seek credit of 30, 60 or 
90 days, customarily extended by the established American 
manufacturers. It is difficult, in the face of that condition, 
for British manufacturers of such goods to insist on ‘‘ cash 
against documents,’’ or, as some do, ‘‘ cash before ship- 
ment,’’ although some of the more important firms are 
prepared to pay cash against documents. The United King- 
dom trader, in order to establish or regain trade, must ascer- 
tain the terms and be prepared as a rule to allow the same, 
as regards credit, with manufacturers of similar goods in 
the United States. 

A knowledge of British currency is not universal in 
Canada. The currency of both Canada and the United 
States, as is generally known in the United Kingdom, is on 
a decimal basis. All that can be done, therefore, to save 
the Canadian importer the trouble of converting one 
currency into the other will materially assist commercial 
transactions. Catalogues, price lists, advertising cards, or 
any printed matter designed to attract Canadian buying 
should be expressed in dollars and cents, and not in British 
currency. 

With regard to terms of payment, the following general 
rules may be followed with advantage :— 

(a) The small and weak firms should be billed cash 
against documents. 

(b) The well-established and strong firms often pay 
cash against documents, but the responsible and well-tested 
local representative of the United Kingdom firm should be 
given discretion in the matter. 

(c) There is a third group which may be described as 
“honest but slow pay.’* The number of firms in this 
group is fairly large and may be given, generally speaking, 
limited credit. 

Some United Kingdom manufacturers have been inclined 
continuously to press their agents for a larger volume of 
business. The result has often been a more substantial 
number of orders, but disappointing and sometimes disas- 
trous results in the collection of accounts. In considering 
the volume of trade it must not be overlooked that Canada’s 
population is approximately only 9 millions, and that there 
is substantial Canadian industrial production and strong 
and intimate competition from the United States. A satis- 
factory arrangement should be made for local representa- 
tion. Having the best possible man, obviously he should be 
encouraged to deal with the better firms, collections from 
whom cause no anxiety, rather than to think only of a 
large volume of trade with little regard to credit ratings 
and with the inevitable costly results. :

¢3,756,393 and £781,828. Other countries included the

IMPORT TRADE IN SEPTEMBER QUARTER. 


(From H.M. Trade Commissioner. ) 
WELLINGTON. 


Imports into the Dominion of New Zealand during the 
quarter ended 30th September last reached £13,493,353, the 
highest figure for any quarter since the period of inflated 
values which ended in March, 1921. During the first and 
second quarters of last year imports of a wide range of 
manufactured goods were smaller than in the corresponding 
period of 1923, particularly in textile piece-goods, apparel, 
fancy goods, paper and stationery and some iron and steel 
goods such as galvanised and plain sheets and fencing wire. 
During the quarter under review, however, imports under 
almost every important heading were greater than during 
the third quarter of 1923, and in many lines the increase 
was sufficiently large to make up the deficiency in the two 
earlier quarters. The most important advances were in 
electrical machinery and equipment, which showed an in- 
crease in value of about £190,000 over the third quarter of 
1923; motor vehicles, which increased by about £155,000; 
apparel, £77,000; silk piece-goods and tubes, pipes and 
fittings, £68,000 each; newsprint, £52,000; fancy goods, 
£42,000; and woollen piece-goods, £41,000. The only im- 
portant lines of manufactured goods that showed decreases 
as compared with the September quarter of 1923 were cotton 
piece-goods £80,000, motor tyres £60,000, and boots and 
shoes £5,000. 
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The most notable feature of the import returns for the 
quarter, however, was the very heavy increase in imports of 
certain raw materials and foodstuffs which are non-com- 
petitive with the produce of the United Kingdom. Owing 
to the failure of the 1923-24 grain crop in the Dominion 
heavy importations of wheat and oats have been necessary, 
and during this quarter grain to the value of £650,000 has 
come in, mainly from Australia. The rapid increase in the 
number of motor vehicles in service has resulted in the 
imports of benzine, gasoline, and motor spirit being greater 
by £405,000 than in the corresponding quarter of 1923, and 
imports of sugar are up by £307,000, timber by £171,000, 
lea by £55,000, and coal. by £53,000. In aggregate the 
imports for the quarter of the items named amounted to 
€2,881,000, as compared with £1,246,000 during the Septem- 
ber quarter of 1923, and since a large proportion of the goods 
has been derived from Australia the effect on the Australia- 
New Zealand exchange has been serious. The heavy impor- 
lation of goods that cannot be obtained from the United 
Kingdom has also had a very considerable effect on its 
apparent position as the main supplier of New Zealand 
imports.

As already explained, the considerable decrease in the per- 
centage of imports of United Kingdom origin is due to heavy 
imports of non-competitive goods; examination of particu- 
lars of imports of manufactured goods by country of origin 
so far as they are available shows that in the majority of 
lines United Kingdom suppliers have increased their share 
of the trade. In nearly all classes of textile piece-goods and 
wpparel a gain is shown, the exceptions being woollen piece- 
goods, of which imports from France have been heavier, 
boots and shoes, in which Canada, and, to a smaller extent, 
the United States, have gained trade, and drapery and silk 
piece-goods, in which very small declines are shown. In 
all classes of metal and machinery goods of which particu- 
lars are available the United Kingdom percentage has in- 
creased, the advances in a few selected cases being :—Pipes, 
tubes and fittings, from 77 to 83 per cent.; fencing wire, 
plain and barbed, from 52 to 65 per cent.; electrical 
machinery and equipment, from 663 to 715 per cent.; tools, 
from 44 to 46 per cent.; sewing machines, from 76 to 82 per 
cent.; and dairying machinery, from 7 to 20 per cent. 

In confectionery there has been a very considerable loss 
of trade to Australia, and in ‘“‘ printing paper,’’ “ paper, 
other kinds,’’ and stationery there has also been a consider- 
able loss—in the first two items mainly to Canada. It is 
satisfactory to note that there has been a definite improve- 
ment in the share obtained by United Kingdom manu- 
facturers of the important trade in motor vehicles. 

The large increase in Australia’s share of the trade is due 
to the heavy imports of grain and coal; the particulars avail- 
able show no material gain in any important line of manu- 
factured goods. In minor lines she has supplied a larger 
proportion of the imports of confectionery, and has slightly 
increased her percentage of millinery and leather. Canada’s 
increased trade is largely due to the heavy importation of 
motor vehicles—this one item accounted for £435,745 out of 
a total trade of £1,113,845 in the quarter under review. 
Canada also supplied a considerably larger share of the 
imports of printing and other paper, and of boots and 
shoes. Imports from the United States show no notable 
alteration in character. 





SOUTH AFRICA. 





FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-JUNE, 1924. 


The total imports (including Government supplies) and 
exports of the Union of South Africa for the first half of 
1924 amounted to £31,591,325 and £38,946,917 respectively, 
as compared with £26,886,374 and £36,398,591 respectively 
for the same period of 1923, states the monthly Journal of 
the Johannesburg Chamber of Commerce.

The chief increases in imports were: Government stores 
£1,500,000, motor-cars £700,000, machinery £540,000, 
textiles £550,000, iron and steel £300,000, oils £100,000, 
leather and leather goods £100,000, and electrical material 
£60,000. There was an increase in practically every textile 
group except in the case of bags, which decreased by 
£380,000, so that, excluding that item, textiles increased 
by £970,000. 

In value the imports of food and drink were practically 
unaltered, but there were considerable changes in 
individua] commodities. Imports of butter increased by 
613 tens and of butter substitutes by 250 tons; wheat im- 
ports were larger by 2,121 tons, but those of wheaten 
flour smaller by 4,138 tons. Other increases were: cheese 
100 tons, pearl barley 150 tons, oatmeal and rolled oats 
931 tons, preserved meat 550 tons, bacon 100 tons, pre- 
served fish 440 tons, and sugar products 480 tons. Im- 
ports of sugar declined by 2,372 tons, and other decreases 
included rice 4,242 tons, condensed milk 330 tons, coffee 
200 tons, tea 350 tons, and spirits about 20,000 gallons. 

There were heavy decreases in imports of certain raw 
materials, including crude glycerine 770 tons, nitrates 
4,765 tons, tar 2,000 tons, and wax 1,052 tons, while there 
was an increase in tallow and grease of 434 tons. 

The increase in exports of two and a half million pounds 
was due to wool, gold and diamonds and higher prices 
obtained for base metals. The actual increases were: 
wool £1,722,000, gold £700,000, diamonds £265,000, hair 
£166,000, copper bar £135,000, hides and skins £66,000, 
tin £59,000, lead £58,000, whale oil £29,000, silver £20,000, 
non-potable spirit £12,000; and copper ore £10,000. The 
following items showed decreases :—specie £251,000, bark 
£135,000, fresh fruit £100,000, asbestos £50,000, and 
corundum £16,000. 

Among articles of food and drink the export of preserved 
and dried fish increased by 336 tons and maize meal by 
nearly 5,000 tons, but maize decreased by nearly 3,000 tons. 
Other declines were: sugar 779 tons, oats 480 tons and 
butter 192 tons.

FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-NOVEMBER. 


During November last imports into Finland were valued 
at 404°3 million Finnish marks, while during the period, 
January-November, the imports were valued at 4,394 million 
Fr. mks., as compared with 451°9 million F. mks. and 
4,215°6 million F. mks. in the corresponding periods of 
1923, states the Financial and Business Report of the Finnish 
Central Chamber of Commerce. 

The principal imports during November included: 
Colonial produce, 61°5 million F. mks.; cereals, 53°5 million 
I’ mks.; metals, 43 million F. mks.; spinning materials, 
27°4 million F. mks.; minerals, 27:1 million F. mks; oils 
and fats, 26°5 million F. mks.; textile fabrics, 184 million 
F. mks.; chemicals and medicines, 11°7 million F. mks.; 
cattle food and seeds, 11°3 million F. mks.; and transport 
vehicles, 6°2 million F. mks.

Export TRADE. 

The export trade during November last was valued at 
5228 million F. mks., while during the eleven months ended 
November the exports reached a value of 4,559°7 million 
F. mks., as against 357°4 million F. mks. and 4,103'8 million 
F. mks. in the corresponding periods of 1923. The principal 
exports during November were timber, 327-7 million F. 
mks. ; products of the paper industry, 1210 million F. mks. ; 
and animal foodstuffs, 35°1 million F. mks. Thanks to the 
mild autumn it was possible to carry on undisturbed ship- 
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ments of the most important export article—namely, timber 
—to a far greater extent than was the case in 1923. Exports 
of plywood are twice as large as in 1923, totalling 4°2 
million kilogs., as against 2°2 million kilogs., while the value 
figure of 11:1 million F. mks., against 4°6 million F. mks., 
is evidence of the favourable price conditions on the market. 
With regard to wood pulp the difference in the quantities 
exported was enormous, while also paper exports were 50 
per cent. higher than in November, 1923, although the falling 
trend of prices makes itself felt in this respect. Exports 
of butter have increased four or fivefold since 1923, and 
exports of cheese have more than doubled at “favourable 
prices. Finally, a comparison between quantities of matches 
exported during the months of November in late years shows 
that exports of this article doubled during 1924.

GERMANY. 





COMMERCE AND INDUSTRY IN DECEMBER. 
(From the British Commercial Secretary.) 
BERLIN. 


The following review of the trade and industry of 
Germany in December is based on reports of the Prussian 
Chambers of Commerce :— 

The economic situation continued to improve during the 
month; the iron producing industry in particular recorded 
favourable business, but in iron flushing there was rather 
less employment. Considerable progress was made in the 
conversion of capital into gold marks, and it has thus been 
made easier to survey the position of undertakings. 
Quotations for stocks and shares have advanced further, 
and there was a not inconsiderable increase in the prices of 
goods, only rye values falling at the end of the year. Kates 
of interest declined both for daily and monthly money, 
Hut advanced again slightly at the end of the month. The 
number of unemployed persons in receipt of relief rose 
from 426,400 to 436,400, owing chiefly, no doubt, to the time 
of the year. Looking back on the whole year it may be 
said that, with the mastery of inflation, economic life has 
been everywhere purged and certain prospects opened up 
for the future after the coming into operation of the Dawes 
scheme. Having regard, however, to the extremely 
unfavourable foreign trade balance at the end of the year, 
amounting to more than two milliard marks, also to the 
uncertainty in regard to the conclusion of commercial 
treaties, the situation should be judged cautiously. 


MINING INDUSTRIES. 


Coal.—In the Ruhr district coal sales continued to im- 
prove; this was attributed in particular to the greater 
activity in the iron industry. 

In Upper Silesia the coal output was maintained at the 
level of the preceding month, but sales were to a certain 
extent satisfactory only in the case of large and medium- 
sized coal. For the rest, they were affected by the mild 
weather and the continued shortage of capital, as well as 
by the increasing competition of British and Westphalian 
coal If the sales of smalls do not improve production 
will have to be restricted. In the Lower Silesian pit coal 
district the market improved slightly. 

Copper and Silver.—In the Mansfeld copper schist mines 
production continued favourable. Average prices for 
copper in November advanced fairly considerably on 
October, but the silver market was weaker. 

Iron Ore.—In Siegerland the revival which set in in 
November was maintained in December, and sales prospects 
for January appeared favourable. The financial position 
of the mines has not yet improved as the cost of production 
is still high. The hopeless position on the ironstone market 
in the Lahn and Dill districts showed no alteration, freights 
not having been reduced. 

Potash.—Owing to the favourable weather sales of potash 
were better than was expected for the time of year. No 
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special recovery of foreign trade was recorded, however, 
and in spite of the better business done since last August 
the past year’s trade was not large enough to admit of a 
definite improvement in the difficult position of the potash 
industry being spoken of. 


DISCOVERIES OF PETROLEUM. 


Several petroleum companies have reported further very 
good finds of oil in the Neinhagen district, where it has 
already been found at depths reaching to 500 metres. 
Boring activities, in consequence, are generally very lively. 


Iron TRADE NEGOTIATIONS. 


The negotiations regarding the formation of associations 
for half-products and finished materials continued in 
December. They led to the constitution of a Sales Asso- 
ciation for Half-Products, but several questions remain to 
be solved before this Association can commence activities. 
Negotiations also took place in December between the 
German industrialists and representatives of the Trench 
industry as to the German-French Economic Treaty and 
between the iron producing industry and the iron finish- 
ing industry in regard to the grant of Customs drawbacks. 
On the inland market demand continued brisk and the tone 
was firmer, but foreign trade was quiet and prices showed 
a falling tendency. Employment in the works was 
renerally good and is ensured for some months ahead. 

The enquiry for pig iron remained lively, and prices for 
Luxemburg sorts advanced. 

A strong demand prevailed for rolled iron and led to an 
increase of prices of all products. The upward movement 
on the scrap market continued, and as scrap is very scarce 
further price increases must be reckoned with. The supply 
of ores was, in general, sufficient; that of Minette was, how- 
ever, irregular at times, and its price has risen since the 
termination of the Regie administration and the re-intro- 
duction of the German tariff, which increase is much felt 
by the finishing works. The supply of Siegerland ores, of 
lime and of limsetones was regular. 

The iron market improved in German Upper Silesia, 
production of pig iron proceeded everywhere satisfactorily, 
and stocks were reduced. Further furnaces were put into 
operation, so that now seven of the 15 are in blast. If de- 
mand is maintained a further increase in output is 
reckoned with. Sales were chiefly to meet inland require- 
ments, the foreign market buying only special sorts of pig 
(ferro-manganese), prices of which are being driven down 
by British and Norwegian competition. Not until the last 
half of the month was an upward movement noticeable. 

Sales of zinc were satisfactory, and quotations continued 
to advance, being at the end of the month 5 per cent. 
higher than at the beginning. There was a slight improve- 
ment in foreign sales, but permanent betterment is 
not possible until the re-introduction of the sea-port ex- 
port tariffs. 


MACHINERY AND MAcHINE TOOLS. 


Business continued lively in the machinery trade, though 
full employment was not yet possible. The continuance of 
the difficult situation is due to the fact that the machine 
industry does not derive any advantage from the formation 
of the Association, but is injuriously affected thereby, and 
that the reorganisation of production on rational lines, 
which in itself brings in orders for the machine industry, 
is much hindered by the shortage of capital and the diffi- 
culty in procuring credit. The formation of the Raw Steel 
Association caused the iron and steel markets to become 
firm, with the result that the sales difficulties of the 
machine industry were accentuated and calculation by it 
was rendered difficult. 

In the machine tool industry, in particular, it may be 
observed how great is, in general, the endeavour to place 
production on a rational basis by the acquisition of im- 
proved machinery. Machine factories are _ receiving 
numerous requests to send in offers for the delivery of such 
machines, but orders seldom result. The lack of capital 
and the high rates of interest prevent the erection of new 
and modern machinery even in cases in which it is urgently 
required. 

For locomotives and wagons demand was still poor as 
the Reich railways are not yet placing orders. 


SHIPBUILDING. 


The position of shipbuilding and repairs at Kiel remained 
difficult. Although the yards are still, for the most part, 
well employed on new construction, prospects of obtaining 
further orders at fairly moderate prices are exceedingly un- 
favourable. Orders received by Lower Rhine shipbuilders 
were quite inadequate, and the few which came in 
covered, at the most, material and wages and, therefore, 
involved a loss. All the more important repairs were given 
almost exclusively to Holland, where, thanks to extensive 
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public support, the shipbuilding yards are able to work 
much more cheaply than in Germany. 


ELECTRO-TECHNICAL INDUSTRY. 


Though prices advanced the hopes of a revival of business 
were only partly realised. Thus a larger number of orders 
for small motors was received, while the turnover in large 
machinery did not increase in the same proportion. Large 
plant was ordered only in cases in which electricity works 
and tramway undertakings had liquid resources at their 
disposal from business profits as a result of favourable tariffs. 
Business increased in electrical equipment for standard 
vauge railway and tramways, and the home and foreign 
markets improved also for insulated cables and high and 
low pressure current cables. The anticipated orders of the 
Reich Railways still did not come in. As regards telephony 
and telegraphy, a moderate increase in turnover occurred. 
The demand for electro-medical apparatus was very satis- 
factory. 


TEXTILE INDUSTRIES. 


The overseas wool markets were somewhat quieter. 
Germany was a moderate buyer. In the flax spinning mills 
the revival of demand for linen yarns which set in in 
November continued. Inland as well as Russian and Belgian 
flax was offered in sufficient quantities, but only at very 
high rates. Yarn prices have undergone an increase. In 
the linen weaving mills the Christmas trade brought a 
livelier demand for fine linen and table linen than had ‘been 
anticipated, but sales of coarser linen tissues have increased 
siowly. There was full employment_ for workers, the 
number of which is still restricted, however, as compared 
with pre-war times. 

In the wholesale cloth trade hesitation was shown in the 
placing of spring orders, obviously owing to the anticipa- 
tion of more favourable prices. 

The position of cotton spinning and weaving mills was, 
in general, satisfactory, and many works have sufficient 
orders for the first quarter of 1925. 

Employment in the underwear ribbon factories was fair, 
hul, as before, foreign business was very difficult, while 
(German customers were still very slow in making payments. 
\'nderwear outfitting enjoyed a lively demand. In women’s 
underwear sales from stock were satisfactory, while in men’s 
hosiery the demand for collars was particularly good. 
Orders for the spring trade were already coming in well. 

The silk industry improved somewhat, so that, on the 
whole, factories will be well employed in the near future. 
the position of velvet continued very unfavourable, and 
the outlook is very bad if new markets cannot be opened 
up by the conclusion of commercial treaties. 

Business in men’s and boys’ ready-made clothing for 
winter wear declined, owing to the mild weather. Factories 
were, however, still well employed on old orders. In the 
women’s ‘branch, as usual at the end of the season, business 
was quict, and available stocks were soid at considerably 
reduced prices. No revival of export trade occurred. 


MISCELLANEOUS INDUSTRIES. 


Hides and Leather.—Prices for cattle hides and calf skins 
increased further at the German auctions to 10 or 20 per 
cent. above November rates. The leather trade was lively, 
though sales were not nearly so brisk as in raw goods. 
In the boot and shoe trade business revived, owing to the 
Christmas demand, but sales of the more expensive foot- 
wear left much to be desired. 

Margarine.—Owing to Christmas business was very 
lively, particularly in the first weeks of the month. The 
demand was comparatively large this year, and consequently 
the factories could not complain as to employment until 
the middle of December. In the second half of the month, 
however, trade fell off. 

Sugar.—It appears that a good deal of sugar (provisionally 

estimated at 250,000 to 300,000 metric tons) from the new 
harvest has been sold for export. These exports have con- 
siderably relieved the financial position of the factories, and 
they were consequently not compelled to come forward with 
urgent offers on the inland market, where demand ruled 
poor, 
Brewing.—There was practically no change as regards 
employment, which may perhaps be described as _ fairly 
satisfactory. Proof of the burden of taxation on the brewing 
industry is afforded by the circumstance that, according 
to the return of the Reich Financial Administration for the 
first eight months of the Budget year, the beer tax yielded 
133°8 million mks., against an estimate for the year of 126 
million mks. 

Tobacco.—The attempt by foreign groups of tobacco dealers 
to drive up the very high prices for fine Sumatra outer leaf 
by means of speculative advance sales met with the unani- 
mous resistance of the German tobacco industry. 

Chemicals.—The revival on the glass chemicals market 
was maintained, -but demand for fine chemicals was still 
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restricted, owing, as before, to the unfavourable financial 
position of German laboratories. 

Ceramics.—lnland demand for porcelain and stoneware 
was fairly lively, and employment in the factories was con- 
sequently rather brisk. Foreign trade declined further on 
account of import restrictions abroad and lower foreign 
prices. 

Cellulose.—The East Prussian cellulose industry continued 
satisfactory, and was, in part, quite active. Inland trade 
increased, but foreign business was much quieter. The 
competition of Scandinavian factories was much felt, as, 
owing to the mild weather, the latter were able to maintain 
their export ‘business. 

Paper.—Employment in the paper industry was rather 
better than in preceding months, but the turnover was not 
sufficient to bring in fairly normal profits. Goods are, for 
the most part, ordered for delivery within a short period 
and in small quantities.

TRADE OF FOOCHOW LN 1924. 


(From the Acting British Consul, ) 
| Foocuow. 

During the six months ended 30th September last im- 
ports of kerosene amounted to 1,620,448 gallons, as com- 
pared with 423,262 gallons in the corresponding period of 
1923. The bulk of the kerosene, viz., 1,161,318 gallons, came 
from America, while the remainder came from Sumatra, 
259,686 gallons, and Borneo, 199,444 gallons. It is con- 
sidered locally that the large increase in imports of kero- 
sene is due to firms carrying increased stocks. Owing to 
continued difficulty of transport and local taxation, trade in 
the interior has fallen off during the period under review. 
On the other hand, however, trade along the coast has im- 
proved. 

Imports of paraffin wax, although fairly heavy, 7,124 
piculs, are considerably below those of last year. It is 
stated that local trade has suffered somewhat on account of 
the greatly increased price of wax throughout the world. 
Imports of yarn amounted to 14,652 piculs, as against 16,404 
piculs in the same period of 1923. 

The_poor nature of the first rice crop, due to excessive 
rains and floods, is probably responsible for the increase in 
imports of flour, which amounted to 610,257 bags, as 
against 431,050 bags in 1923. Of the total import 422,677 
bags came from America. Canadian flour appears to he 
establishing itself firmly. 


Export TRADE. 


Kxports of tea during the 1924-25 season amounted to 
5,324,458 lbs., as against 7,372,520 lbs. in the previous 
season. The bulk of the tea went to the United Kingdom, 
1,931,490 Ibs.; Germany, 1,133,124 lbs.; The Netherlands, 
795,134 lbs. ; France, 497,605 lbs.; Australia and New Zealand, 
161,356 lbs.; South America, 137,238 lbs.; the United States 
and Canada, 57,713 lbs.; Austria, 44,247 lbs., and the Soviet 
Union, 21,238 lbs. 

During the six months ended 31st October last conditions 
in the timber trade have been far from satisfactory. The 
brief boom, due to heavy demands after the Japanese earth- 
quake, ended before March, and since that time the large 
stocks accumulated to meet the expected demand have moved 
very slowly to North China and Hong Kong. As timber is 
the basic industry of the province, many other lines, 
especially shipping, have been adversely affected and the 
general prosperity of the Port set back. 





TRADE OF KIANGST IN SEPTEMBER QUARTER. 


(From the Acting Brilish Consul. ) 
KIUKIANG. 


The trade for Kiangsi province during the quarter under 
review showed few new developments. Although the pro- 
vince remained peaceful, trade was adversely affected by 
the floods and ‘by the outbreak of hostilities between 
Kiangsu and Chekiang. Business in the south-west is 
reported to be at a standstill on account of military opera- 
tions. Nearly all the junks, boats, coolies, etc., have been 
commandeered and the conveyance of goods to and from 
up-country points is extremely difficult. 

Imports of grey and white shirtings from the United 
Kingdom show a marked decrease, due to Japanese com- 
petition in this line of trade. 

Exports of tea to the Soviet Union amounted to 11,875 
piculs, an increase of 1,619 piculs over the September 
quarter of 1923. In green tea there has been little business, 
and profits are reported to have been small. During the 
quarter under review 345,979 piculs of rice were exported, 
more than one-third of which was for military use, while 
ramie is still being exported in large quantities to Japan. 
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TRADE AND INDUSTRY IN 1924. 

Addressing the annual meeting of the shareholders of the 
National Bank of Commerce in New York, the Chairman of 
the Board of Directors stated that two developments of out- 
standing significance during 1924 had been the notable im- 
provement in conditions in Europe and betterment in the 
relative position of the farming industry in the United 
States and in a number of other agricultural countries. 
Critical examination of the course of business during last 
year discloses that these are but two of many favourable 
factors which indicate great business activity in 1925. It 
may well be the year will establish a new peace-time record 
for the country. 

The volume of manufacturing and merchandising opera- 
tions in 1924 was only fairly good, and, except in favoured 
lines, profits were not even commensurate with volume. 
Under these circumstances, caution was properly exercised 
in the making of future commitments. As it was recog- 
nised, however, that underlying conditions were sound and 
that fair business was being done in most lines, confidence 
was gradually restored, and since late summer there has 
been increasing industrial activity. A persistent policy of 
hand-to-mouth buying has kept stocks moderate all along 
the line, from producers of raw materials to final con- 
sumers. The long period of political instability is seem- 
ingly now at an end, and freedom from ill-advised legisla- 
tion may be hoped for for some time to come. The rail- 
roads are earning better than they have for years, and are 
at last justified in going forward with the expansion and 
improvement of their facilities necessary to provide for the 
growth in traffic which they must be prepared to handle. 
Building and construction reached record levels in 1924, 
and while it may be that the most acute building shortage 
has been met, it is expected that building industries will 


continue active.

FRANCE—CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 
ADDITIONAL COMMERCIAL ARRANGEMENT. 


The French ‘* Journal Officiel’’ of 8th January contains 
a Presidential Decree, dated 7th January, providing for the 
provisional enforcement, as from 10th January, of an addi- 
tional Arrangement to the France-Czechoslovakia Commer- 
cial Convention of 17th August, 1923 (see the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 
13th September, 1923, pages 273-7). 

The Arrangement (which is dated 18th August, 1924) 
modifies the provisions of the Convention of 1923 regarding 
the application of ‘‘ Minimum ”’ or “ Intermediate ”’ Tariff 
rales of duty to certain Czechoslovak goods on importation 
into. France, and the licensing and other conditions affect- 
ing the importation of certain French goods into Czecho- 
slovakia; and a Protocol to the Arrangement lays down the 
Customs treatment to be applied to Czechoslovak silk goods 
on importation into France. As regards import duties in 
Czechoslovakia, the Arrangement makes certain changes in, 
and additions to, List A appended to the 1923 Convention, 
which set out the reductions of Customs duty to be granted 
to certain French goods on importation into Czechoslovakia. 
Particulars of the provisions made in this matter are shown 
below, and it should be -noted that reductions of duties 
resulting from the Arrangement are also applicable to 
simHar goods produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom, and in such other parts of the British Empire 
as accord most-favoured-nation treatment to goods from 
Czechoslovakia.

SHIPPING TRAFFIC AT HAMBURG IN 1924. 


(From the British Consul-General.) 
HAMBURG. 


There was an increase in the tonnage entered at the port 
of Hamburg in December in comparison with the previous 
month of about 85,000 tons (of which 43,000 tons with 
cargo), and a slight decline in the tonnage cleared. British 
shipping amounted to 199 vessels (344,895 tons) entered and 
9214 vessels (361,125 tons) cleared, as against 201 vessels 
(354,159 tons) entered and 207 vessels (356,620 tons) cleared 
respectively in November. 

The total tonnage entered and cleared during the past year 
established a record, and exceeded the totals for 1923 by 
278,000 tons entered and 313,000 tons cleared, while com- 
pared with the totals for 1913, the increase was 1,436,524 
tons and 1,492,125 tons respectively.

NEW WAREHOUSING ACCOMMODATION AT

COAL AND COKE IMPORTS IN NOVEMBER, 
1924. 


(From the British Commercial Counsellor. ) 
PARIS. 


According to the ‘‘ Journee Industrielle,’’ French imports 
of coal during the month of November amounted to 2,029,000 
tons, as against 2,071,000 tons in October. Imports from 
the United Kingdom again declined, totalling to 970,000 
tons, as against 1,012,000 tons. Germany supplied 384,000 
tons, compared with 509,000 tons, the Sarre Territory 498,000 
against 364,000 tons, Belgium and Luxemburg 119,000 
against 109,000 tons, and the United States 28,000 tons in 
November, as against 30,000 tons in October. 

Imports of coke during November amounted to 250,000 
tons, compared with 356,000 tons in October. Germany 
supplied 191,000 tons, as against 304,000 tons, Belgium and 
Luxemburg 31,000 against 24,000 tons, Holland 18,000 
tons against 20,000 tons, and the Sarre Territory 9,000 tons 
against 7,000 tons; while 129 tons are stated to have been 
imported from the United Kingdom, as against 441 tons in 
October.

In addition to the recipients stated above, 532 piculs of 
white silks and 2,342 piculs of yellow silks went to African 
ports, while 693 piculs of Tussohs went to Japan. 

The export figures for the 1923-24 season at Canton show 
a very considerable decrease in exports as compared with 
the nearly record figures of 1922-23. This was entirely due 
to a decrease in exports to America, exports to Europe being 
well maintained. The amount exported, however (56,420 
bales), was larger than in any other year within the last 
decade with the exception of 1919-20.

As regards waste silk, the outstanding feature has been 
the increase in demand from Europe. During the season 
under review exports amounted to 30,177 piculs as against 
23,960 piculs, 8,680 piculs and 5,753 piculs respectively in 
the three previous seasons.

TEXTILE TRADE OF KENYA, UGANDA, 
TANGANYIKA AND ZANZIBAR. 


(From H.M. Trade Commissioner. ) 
NAIROBI. 


Imports of cotton piece-goods into Kenya and Uganda 
during the first nine months of last year were well main- 
tained, and, having regard to the fact that the last three 
months of the year are heavy months of importation, it is 
anticipated that in the printed and coloured lines the total 
trade will be equal to that of 1923, with some excess as 
regards bleached goods. It is possible, however, that there 
will be a diminution in imports of grey sheeting. The 
following table shows the quantities of textiles imported 
during the first nine months of last year, together with 
the comparative figures for the whole of 1923 :—

The chief sources of supply of the piece-goods during the 
three quarters of 1924 were:—Unbleached, Japan 68 per 
cent., British India 19 per cent., and the United States 
10 per cent.; bleached, the United Kingdom 78 per cent., 
the Netherlands 15 per cent., and British India 6 per cent. ; 
printed, the United Kingdom 71 per cent., British India 
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13 per cent., Japan 8 per cent., and the Netherlands 5 per 
cent.; coloured, British India 42 per cent., the United King- 
dom 16 per cent., Japan 13 per cent., Belgium 10 per cent., 
the Netherlands 6 per cent., and Switzerland 3 per cent. 

Imports of bleached, printed and dyed piece-goods into 
Zanzibar during 1924 showed a decline, but this is 
probably explained by the expectation of a smaller clove 
crop and a certain diminution in the re-export trade to 
Tanganyika. The cotton piece-goods imports into Tan- 
ganyika and Zanzibar during the first nine months of 1924 
and the comparative figures for the whole of 1923 are shown

BRITISH PREFERENCE. 


The Higk Commissioner for Australia (Sir Joseph Cook) 
has received cabled advice from the Commonwealth Govern- 
ment that, under the new conditions of Preference which 
are to operate from Ist April, goods of classes not made in 
Australia (for example, motor-car chassis) will be admitted 
at Preferential Tariff rates, irrespective of the origin of the 
material used therein, provided United Kingdoin labour 
and/or material represent at least 25 per cent. of the factory 
or works cost of the goods. It has already been announced 
that under the new conditions the normal percentage of 
United Kingdom labour or material required to qualify 
coods for Preference is to be 75 per cent. (or in certain 
cases 50 per cent.), instead of 25 per cent. as hitherto. 





REVOCATION OF DUMPING DUTIES ON 
CERTAIN GERMAN GOODS. 


Notices Nos. 259-60, issued under Section 9 of the Customs 
Tariff (Industries Preservation) Act, revokes the dumping 
duties imposed in the Commonwealth on glass shades (in- 
cluding globes) for electric, gas and lamp fittings, and on 
vacuum flasks, originated in or exported from Germany, 
with effect from the 19th August, 1924, and the 17th 


November, 1924, respectively.

BOLIVIA. 
DUTY ON CRUDE PETROLEUM REDUCED. 


Hf.M. Representative at La Paz has forwarded — trans- 
lation of a Law which reduces the Customs duly on crude 
petroleum imported into Bolivia from 2 cts. to 1 ct. per 
kilog. (net weight). The Municipal Taxes on this com- 
modity are also reduced by 50 per cent. 





GENERAL INCREASE OF IMPORT DUTIES. 

H.M. Representative at La Paz reports, by telegraph, thal 
the Customs duties on all goods imported into Bolivia, 
except sugar, flour and rice, have been increased by 10 per 
cent, for one year, as from 8th January. 


FRANCE. 


CONTROL OF THE IMPORT OF PETROLEUM 
AND ITS DERIVATIVES AND RESIDUES. 

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ for 11th January contains 
a Law and a Decree issued thereunder, both dated 10th 
January, which lay down regulations for the control of the 
wholesale importation into France of crude petroleum and 
its derivatives and residues. Wholesale importation is 
defined as an importalion of 1,000 kilogs. or more, or any 
erouping of consignments amounting to more than thal 
quantity, or any series of importations amounting to 15,000 
kilogs. or more per month. 

The wholesale importation of these products may only 
be effected by persons or corporations holding a licence 
from the Ministry of Commerce and Industry, which will 
only issue the licence on receipt of an undertaking to con- 
form to the conditions laid down in the Law. This licence 
takes the place of the ordinary import licences formerly 
required for the importation of these goods, except in the 
case of petroleum spirit and similar spirits, pure or mixed, 
and of benzols, benzines, toluenes and spirits derived from 
coal tar, pure or mixed, in respect of which the licences 
required by the Law of 28th February, 1928 (see the 
‘ Journal’’ of 2ist June, 1923, page 747), must continue 
lo be produced. 

The importation of crude petroleum and its derivatives 
and residues is subjected to a levy of 10 frs. per metric ton, 
except in the case of those petroleum residues to be used 
for certain purposes which are admitted at special duties, 
for which the levy is reduced to 1°50 frs. per metric ton. 
This levy is to be collected by the Customs. The manufac- 
turing tax on crude mineral oils is abolished. 

Requirements are also laid down as to the stocks to be 
kept by licensed importers. The complete text of the regu- 
lations (in French) may be consulted by persons interested 
on application to the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, 
Old Oueen Street, London, S.W_ 1. 


ITALY. 


REDUCED DUTY ON PETROLEUM FOR AGRI- 
CULTURAL MACHINERY. 

With reference to the notice under the above heading at 
page 233 of the issue of the ‘‘ Journal’ for 14th February 
last, il should be noted that the concession allowing the 
importation of petroleum for use exclusively in agricultural 
machinery at the reduced Customs duty of 10 lire (gold) per 
100 kilogs., and without payment of the sales tax, has been 
extended until further notice by a Royal Decree of 26th 
December, published in the ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ for 9th 
January. 


PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy al Lome 
reports, by telegraph, that the price fixed, for the period 
18th January to 24th January, for certificates for the pay- 
ment of Customs duties is 464 lire per 100 lire gold—i.e., 
the surcharge when the duties are paid in paper is 364 per 
cent. 

(The price of certificates for the previous week was 457

EXPORT RESTRICTIONS.

[MPORT AND EXPORT OF CURRENCY. 

H.M. Representative at Moscow reports that a circular has 
been issued by the Chief Customs Board of the Commis- 
sariat for Foreign Trade instructing Customs Houses in the 
Soviet Union to allow persons entering the Union and 
carrying foreign currency up to any amount to retain such 
currency in their possession without special permission. 
Persons entering the country for temporary residence are to 
be warned at the frontier to produce the foreign currency 
they carry, in order to be able to take advantage of the 
privilege of re-export within two months allowed by the 
Regulations. The Customs authorities are bound to give a 
certificate showing the amount and nature of the foreign 
currency so brought in, or to make a corresponding entry 
on the holder’s passport. 

Russian pre-revolutionary gold coins are to be given up 
to the Customs authorities for transmission tv the State 
Bank, which will pay the equivalent in Soviet currency, at 
the official rate of exchange. The import of Czarist silver 
is prohibited. 





SPAIN. 





CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN. 

The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ’’ for 10th January contains an 
Order, dated 26th December, respecting the presentation 
of certificates of origin in Spain. The preamble to the 
Order states that, in the Customs Tariff as originally pub- 
lished, the letler ‘‘C’’ (which was the sign indicating that 
a certificate of origin must be produced in order to obtain 
the benefit of ‘‘ Second Column ”’ or ‘* Conventional ’’ duties) 
was either omilted or not clearly printed in the case of 
certain goods. The present Order rectifies this omission, 
and it should be noted, in consequence, that certificates of 
origin are required in respect of goods falling under Tariff 
Nos. 1,326, 1,327, 1,421, 1,424-8 and 1,439 (salt pork, bacon, 
lard, codfish and stock fish, sardines, gelatine, preserved 
foods, sauces and mustard, meat extracts, prepared soups, 
chocolate, and certain jams). 

A Royal Order of 10th January, published in the ‘‘ Gaceta 
de Madrid ’’ for 15th January, provides that as from Ist 
March a certificate of origin will be required for the appli- 
cation of ‘‘ Second Column ”’ or ‘‘ Conventional ’’ duties to 
goods falling under Tariff Nos. 258, 259 and 262 (fine steels 
and certain iron and steel bars). 





TURKEY. 


EXCISE DUTY ON ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES. 

The Commercial Secretary at Constantinople reports thaf, 
in virtue of a Law which was passed by the Turkish National 
Assembly on the 13th December last, the ‘‘ Resmi Miri ’’ 
Excise duty on alcoholic beverages (wines and spirits) has 
now been fixed at the reduced rate of 20 paras per degree of 
alcohol per kilogramme. This duty is payable in addition 
lo the Customs duty. 





CUSTOMS DUTY ON ANTHRACITE. 

The Commercial Secretary at Constantinople reports thal 
importers of anthracite have recently had to deposit import 
duty at the rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem, as the Customs 
authorities at Galata have been of the opinion that anthracite 
should be dutiable at this rate as an ‘‘ unenumerated 
article,’’ inasmuch as it is not specifically mentioned in 
Tariff No. 365, which refers to coal, lignite and coke. Tt is 
understood, however, that it has now been decided that 
anthracite is properly dutiable under No. 365, and will be 
subject to the duty of 10 piastres per 100 kilogs. under this 
Tariff heading.
